ever, was not general throughout the comi­ 
ty, and it is thought hut a sm all portion is 
damaged. 
Tlie late rains did good, but 
there was a lack of strong heavy showers 
to go deep iut ■ the ground. More rain wilt 
he needed to m ake an average crop. 
C o n tra C osta C ounty. 
M a ri it.;:/, A pril 21st.—Crops 
in this 
county, on other than sum mer-fallowed 
land, will not m ake more than one-third of 
a yield. 
The snm mer-fallow generally is 
fair, and will, if the season continues 
favorable, m ake an average yield. Tlie late 
rains assisted the early sown wonderfully, 
and lias had the effect of bringing the late 
sown up for a hay crop at least. 
C olusa C ounty. 
C o n s i. April 21st.—T he summer-fallowed 
lands looks well, and 
over an average crop, 
not am ount to much, 
river lands will yield 
last year. Only about 
tw o-thirds as m uch area of plains land was 
planted as last year, and the yield per acre 
will not exceed half as m uch.

S t o c k t o n , A pril 2lst.—Intelligent farm ­ 
ers conclude that wheat in San Joaquin 
county will not exceed half a crop.

particularly to the north und west, have 
been favored with a great deal more, in 
places am ounting to about 2 i fiches. 
The 
yield to the acre of sum mer-fallow grain 
will be about 50 per cent, of last year's, or 
05 per cent, of an average crop, w hile the 
area sown is 33 per cent, less than last sea­ 
son. 
T he w eather hereafter will have hut 
little effect on this part of the crop. 
From 
50 to GO per cent, of the winter-sown gnain 
has already formed iti head, and future 
rains and favorable weather will benefit it 
only in the form ation of the kernel. The 
estim ated yield of this class is 33 per cent, 
of an average. 
From 40 to 50 per cent, of 
the winter-sown has not yet headed. 
The 
late rains have been very beneficial to this 
class. W ith favorable weather it i- possible 
for it to yield a good full crop. The fruit 
crop is in excellentcondition.and will yield 
largely of everything hut the Moorpark 
apricot. 
No damage is reportc.l to the 
grape crop from the frosts, which were 
very lighi in this section.

THE REASON WHY 


The San Francisco Call says: 
“ In the 
purification of polities which is going on 
it is much to he hoped that the character 
o f State Legislatures in general will he 
improved. 
There is n«> reason why Legis­ 
lature? should not average in integritv 
and intelligence as high as the people, 
if 
the people cannot always select their l>e~t 
•men they ought not to honor their worst 
ones. 
Yet we are forced 1 • the conclusion 
either that Legislatures arc below the av­ 
erage of the people, or that the average is 
low." 
It is true ¡11 philosophy that a 
stream docs not rise higher than its source. 
But it is not true in polities that a Legis­ 
lature is always representative of the peo­ 
ple. 
It is not true, because the worth and 
intelligence of the people are so largelv 
prostrate before the intrigues and ¡M>vwr of 
the bos.-es. 
\\ hatever there is to complain 
o f in the character of legislative represen­ 
taron is due to the fa -t tiiat the people 
•consent to the few—win «are the bos es and 
their servitors—doing that l«>r them which 
i' is their solemn duty to do for themselves. 
Some "f the very !**-t communities, where 
intelligence i- broad, the moral tone good 
an«i 
the 
public sentiment 
011 general 
issues 
sound, 
send up 
the 
weakest 
representatives, 
and the 
sole 
cause 
is the neglect of dutv (,n the part of the 
citizen? within party lines. 
A small ring 
often rules a large community, and wher­ 
ever that is true the rule and the repre­ 
sentation w ill be bad. 
We shall have un- 
reprt-entative Legislatures just so long as 
we permit the unrepresentative class to do 
the duty of the whole community. Again, 
legislative rewards are too meager. 
The 
thoroughly representative man too often 
finds that to engage in the contest—made 
necessary by the methods of the political 
bosses—lit must put at the mercy of un­ 
conscionable political gabble the character 
o f .a iilc-time, and submit himself to 
humiliations against which an independent 
nature revolts. 
The inducement to serve 
the country is small and the -aerifico great. 
But the first is not too little nor the latter 
too great, if the citizen can be freed from 
the domination and torture process of ¡se 
litieai ringmasters. 
That this will in time 
come aliout is certainty, for the evil of 
unrepresentative lanlies will presently cor­ 
rect itself—violently, perhaps. as the lax' 


can bo no question that the former has 
l>ecn timorous. 
More “ back bone,” to use 
an Americanism, would have tended to a 
clearer understanding, and to lessen the 
likelihood of war. 
W e are told that 
Russia has made “ new demands;

there is an absence of detail as to their 
character, that Is vexatious. 
AY hat more 
could Russia demand than the occupation 
of Penjdeh, which England could not even 
tolerate by reception. Russian diplomats 
are too sagacious to demand the occupation 
without restriction 
of “ the 
debatable 
zone," nor is it thinkable that they would 
venture to ask for the H erat plum. There 
arc dispatches announcing that it is the 
intention of Russia to descend upon Herat 
and seize it at ail hazards: hut the au­ 
thority is the expression of 
an anti- 
Russian newspaper. Still another story is 
that the bridges commanding the army 
route to Herat are demanded by Russia. 
But this is also unofficial. The most im­ 
portant news that is credited to due au­ 
thority is that England’s Ministry has 
asked for a war credit, and has renewed its 
activity in putting the army and navy 
upon an immediate war footing. This cer­ 
tainly looks .as if Gladstone’s peace policy 
is about to give way before the complica­ 
tions of the hour.

LITTLE WOOL. 


Before the election we were told a great 
deal about what the Democrats would do 
if only they could “ get at the books.’’ 
They have had access to the liooks all the 
time—now they have possession.

the election if there was one Democratic 
howl that was louder and kept up with 
more persistence than another, it was that 
concerning the enormous surplus in the 
National treasury.
